metrical and keeps exceptionally well. The calyx does not split. Makes fine plants in the 
field and transplants readily.

SMITH’S SUPERLATIVE—Bright golden yellow for early November. Large 
flowers. Take terminal bud. 


MRS. WILLIAM THAW JR.—B. S. & Co., 1935. Our favorite for blooming 
November 10th. Can be planted in July and still give good stems and first 
quality flowers. Round incurved blooms of clear golden yellow. We rate 
this with Monument as a commercial variety. Take terminal bud. 

FRIENDLY RIVAL—Valued for its wonderful deep golden yellow color, good 
size of bloom and deep green foliage. Blooms November 10th to 20th from 
terminal bud. 

YELLOW MONUMENT— Yellow sport of Monument and identical in all other 
respects. The ideal commercial type. Large flowers that handle well. Take 
terminal bud.
